FOR LIFTING HOT PANS. 


Simple Attachment Which Prevent* 


Accidental Burning of the Hand. 
There is no reason why the house- 


wife should be continually burning 
her fingers '.ifting hot pans from tne 
flre when sbe can readily provide her- 
self with the handy attachment shown 
in the accompanying illustration, and 
avoid such accidents. 
It seems im- 


possible to ; fcrsuade women to use de- 
vices similar to this; they would rath- 
er use a i -oth or their apron when 
removing ..'.enslls from the fire. This 
pan holder, nevertheless, should ap- 


peal to all women who must work over 
the fire, being simple in construction 
and operation. Attached to the han- 
dle is a flat circular extension, which 
is slipped under the pan to be re- 
moved. Pivoted to handle is a lever, 
one end carrying a hook which drops 
over the edge of the pan. The other 
end rests against the handle.

lever prevents the pan from slipping, 
a small ring on the handle being slip- 
ped over the end. where it remains un- 
til the pan is safely removed and the 
lever disengaged.
